personification of one-man power under a 
corrupt political system. 

The widespread influence and success of 
this general reform movement, embracing 
nearly all the large cities of this country in 
its sweep, makes it almost epochal in its 
significance. its fall meaning and its prom- 
ise of public good will require time for its 
proper showing and influence. Its tendency 
is eminently gratifying.

Lorpor, Oct, 2.—A British naval officer 
attached to the Chinese naval squadron 
which was engaged in the fight off the mouth 
ofthe Yala River has written a letter in 
which be gives additional dctalis of the fight- 
ing, and says:

The fourth 
gunner was shot while trying to — from 
the turret and the fifth stuck to bis _—— 

This man fired three shots at the Naniwa, 
one shell entering the engine-room of the 
Japanese ship abd another smashing her 
forebridge. he Naniwa then hauled off. 
The Chinese Admiral rewarded the surviving 
gunner with @ present of 1,000 taels. 

A sheil glasced from the steel deck of the 
Chen Yuen and went through her tower, 
shattering everything thereii. A Lieaten- 
ant who was in the act of speaking through 
the tabe leading to the engine-room was 
biown Into atem and his head was left hang- 
ing to the speaking-pipes. 

Huge ments of armor and the teak 
backing thereof were carried on board by the 
shot, crushing a large number of sailors into 
— shapeless mass.
